On its formal side this cultural trend of American womanhood 
finds supreme expression in the federation of women’s clubs, now 
meeting for its biennial session in California. The time has long 
passed when joke-carpenters for the humorous press could reason- 
ably cast scorn upon the superficial quality of the culture sought for 
in these local, state and national organizations of women. Rapidly 
and sympathetically, coincident with the evolution in man’s political 
and social world, the women of the country have shifted their 
center of attention from the esthetic and literary to the ethical and 
humanitarian uses of life. Former ideals and policies are not for- 
gotten or wholly set aside, and much of the old “cultural” activity 
remains. But dominating all just at present is the appealing con- 
ception of social service and of making woman count as a keeper 
of the larger houses of humanity—that 1s, town, city and state. 
Consequently scrutiny of this convention's program will show that 
issues are being discussed that are international as well as national 
in their bearing. The vexed issue of suffrage, for prudential reasons, 
is still taboo; but only in order that attention may be concentrated 
on abolition of wrongs done children and women. 

Justice has hardly been done this federation movement by inter- 
preters of altering social standards of the American democracy. In 
all its units—local, district, state and national—it has power. that 
already has forced radical changes in law and in personnel of gov- 
ernment. Reformers can count upon it with moral certainty to 
lend aid that often is decisive when the issue is simple and involves 
rebuke of official unrighteousness. - Such clubs have counted in the 
fights against “graft” in many cities, in the “conservation” move- 
ment, in limiting child labor, in guarding food supplies, and in making 
education practical. If, at this convention, the federation enlists 
formally in the fight against militarism, the peace cause will have 
taken a leap forward in the United States.

Of course there is some basis for Senator La Folletté’s warn- 
ing against excessive attention paid to ephemeral writings, when 
time might better be given to classics and to serious and weighty 
discussions of contemporary social life. Forlorn is the state of 
that person whose intellectuality has only newspapers and period- 
icals for a source. But equally abnormal is the daily program of 
a person who knows not nor cares as to what the world has 
done during the previous day or is doing at that very hour.

has been intense. James Russell Lowell did not hesitate to call him 
a “quack of genius”; but for Channing, the earllr New England 
moralist, aware as he was of all the moral obliquities of the French 
social philosopher, Rousseau, nevertheless, was the “only French 
author I know, aware of the way to t. . heart.” 

For Americans, interest in the'man always will center in him 
as the thinker whose opinions as a democrat influenced the American 
as well as the French revolution, probably not to the extent that 
formerly was assigned, but. still considerably, especially as finding 
expression in the Declaration of Independence and in.the writings 
of the more radical of the colonial revolutionists. Neither in the 
realm of education nor that of literature did Rousseau, as father of 
a sentimental and romantic school, influence America as he did! 
western Europe. . 

American political history, while its main current has been after 
precedents established by settlers with traditions of centuries of 
British political evolution, has had occasional eddies indicating that 
Rousseau’s influence never has wholly waned. In the “Contrat 
Social” he argued against allowing authority in lawmaking to rest 
with deputies’ of the people, and contended that; “every law which 
the people in person have not ratified is not valid.” Feudal repre- 
sentatives of the people he spurned as faithless. In much this same 
mood the American people today are thinking about and acting 
toward representative lawmakers, whom they often distrust as dis- 
loyal to democracy. In short the people are now listening more to 
Rousseau than to Montesquieu or Burke.
